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Columbo, DeLuca sentencing set today

Convicted murderers Patricia Col- 


umbo and Frank DeLuca will be sen- 
tenced today for the brutal murder of 
Mis* Columbo'i) family, but to Mich- 
ero Brooks they both already have 
"gotten off easy." 


"They didn't have the death penalty 


back when they committed the mur- 
ders," said Miss Brooks, 18, Sunday. 
She was a playmate of Miss Colum- 
bo's when they were both youngsters. 


"They should have the death penal- 


ty," she went on. "They should have 
no mercy." 


MISS BROOKS has lived three 


houses from the Columbo resident at 
,55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage for 10 years. It used to be a place 
where Miss Columbo, her brother', Mi- 
chael and parents,' Frank and Mary 
lived in happiness.' 


Today, the bilevel house stands out 


starkly from the rest of the homes on 
the quiet street. Thick weeds have 
grown around the flowers and bushes, 
once neatly kept by the family. 
- - 


The window in-the front door has 


\been broke and shattered pieces lie 


about the sidewalk to the porch where 
new 1977 telephone directories have 
sat unclaimed for about three weeks. 


It was inside that home on May 4, 


1976 and Patricia and her. lover, 
Frank brutally stabbed and 'bludg- 
eoned to death her family. Frank Col- 
umbo was shot four times and beaten 
with a lamp. Michael was shot once 
and stabbed 97 times. Mrs. Columbo 
also was shot and her throat slit. 


MORE THAN A YEAR after the 


murders, many people who knew the 
Columbos are still asking the ques- 
tion: what moved Patricia to kill her 
own family: Miss Brooks is one o£ 
them. 


"She was always jealous of her 


mother," Miss' Brooks remembered. 
"She (Mrs. Columbo) was good look- 


ing and had a good figure. She (Mrs. 
Columbo) had cancer >a couple of 
years ago and Patty just didn't care. 
She didn't even send her mother a get 
well card." 


Miss Brooks admitted she was "irri- 


tated" when Miss Columbo remained 
"very cool about the whole thing. It 
just bothered me. If she gets life, that 


• would be^nice." 


Art DeBartoli, 500 Woodview Ave., 


Elk Grove Village, a close friend of 
Frank Columbo felt different. "I will 
only say thai if someone is guilty, 
they should have to pay," he said. 


' ,FOR MARY COLUMBO'S sister, 


Carolyn Tygretfc of Gary, III., the sen- 


tencing in-the Cook County Criminal 
Courts Budding is an event she said 
she has dreaded since July 1 when the 
7V2-week trial ended. "We'll see what 
happens," she said. 


Mrs. tygrett said she has faith in' 


the judgment of Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge R. Eugene Pincham, who 
presided at the trial and will hand 
down the senence today. 


"I have complete confidence in him 


(Pincham)," Mrs. Tygrett said. "Dur- 
ing the trial, I have comt to know him 
as a judge and I think he's just fan- 
^astic. I admire him. Whatever he 
thinks is the appropriate sentence will 
be all right with me."

Telephone 
union gets 
ample pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite an 


Impressive new three-year contract, 
the nation's telephone employes still 
work In an economic "never-never 
land" — earning more than most oth- 
er service industry workers, but less 
than those in factories. 


A tentative agreement reached Sat- 


urday night under threat of a nation- 
wide telephone strike clearly was de- 
signed to alleviate the frustration this 
situation creates among the Bell Sys- 
tem's 700,000 union employes. 


To illustrate their feelings, union 


members stole a line from the movie 
"Network" for its negotiating slogan: 
"I'm not going to take it anymore." 


The new pact incorporates many in- 


novative benefits big factory workers' 
unions have won recently. And Com- 
munications Workers President Glenn 
Watts emphasized that the promised 
31 per cent economic increase was in 
line with settlements obtained in the 
auto and steel industries. 


An aide said Watts wanted his union 


members to feel they are getting as 
good a deal as the automakers and 
steelworkers got in recent negotia- 
tions. 


"They exist in a frustrating never- 


never land," he said. "They work in a 
first class Industry, and earn more 
than most workers. But they feel they 
should get as much as industrial 
workers." 


Union officials, however, obviously 


do not expect telephone workers will 
catch up to factory workers' pay. An

Employes 
glad to be 
still working 


Tom Klingsport has been a tele- 


phone tester for 18 years. And the Elk 
Grove Village resident is glad to be at 
work today as usual. 


"The last thing I wanted was a 


strike. I was out 5& months several 
years ago. Never again," said Klings- 
port, who has a wife and two children. 
He said the company could pay em- 
ployes "for 24-hours around the clock 
and you'd never make up what you 
lose with a strike." 


Klingsport, who works out of the Ar- 


lington Heights office of Illinois Bell, 
said he was "glad" about a last min- 
ute contract settlement that came just 
hours before Saturday's 
midnight 


deadline. But he is unsure of what ef- 
fect it will "really have" on his $325 a 
week'paycheck.' 


"I'm glad we settled but I don't 


know what it is we're really getting," 
Klingsport said Sunday. 


UNION OFFICIALS say the settle- 


ment will provide wage and benefit 
increases of about 31 per cent over 
the next three years in line with re- 
cent agreements obtained in the auto 
and steel industries. 


The Communications Workers union 


represents about 500,000 telephone 
workers. Two other unions, the Inter-

Hersey's energetic effort cited 


by SHERYL JEDLINSKI 


Despite one of'the coldest winters in 


Chicago's history, Hersey High School 
in Arlington Heights reduced its total 
energy consumption by 21.3 per cent 
and is being recognized for 
its 


achievement by the Federal Energy 
Administration. 


The school's reduced usage of fossil 


fuel and electrical energy lowered its 
energy costs by 7 per cent and saved 
High School Dist. 214 $12,552 from 
May 1976 to April 1977, compared to 
the same period the year before said 


Tom Cosgrove, director of the physi- 
cal plant. 


Hersey students didn't have to re- 


sort to walking1 around in jackets and 
mittens to achieve the savings, but in- 
stead relied on Dist. 214's comput- 
erized energy conservation system. 


OTHER 
NORTHWEST suburban 


school districts that do not have such 
a system reported increases of be- 
tween 10 and 20 per cent in fuel and 
electric bills because of the severe 
winter and the skyrocketing cost of 
energy. 


Housed in the district's 
central 


maintenance building, the IBM Sys- 
tems 7 computer keeps energy con- 
sumption and costs down by turning 
ventilation fans on and off as neces- 
sary at Hersey, Rolling Meadows and 
Buffalo Grove high schools. 


The fans are routinely shut down by 


the computer for 10 to 15 minutes per 
hour without anyone feeling any dis- 
comfort, Cosgrove said. 


The computer also is programmed 


to remember which areas of each 
school are in use during what hours 
and to turn ventilation fans off com- 


pletely when they are not needed. 
When fans are off for a prolonged pe- 
riod, the computer remembers to al- 
low sufficient warmup time before the 
fans are needed again. 


"PEOPLE TEND TO forget to con- 


serve energy because it's easier not 
to," Cosgrove said. "What we're 
doing is offering a mechanical memo- 
ry." 


Dist. 214 first tried to rely on the 


human memory to conserve energy 
but found it did not work over the

Officials cautious 
of new welfare plan

President Carter's plan to revamp 


the welfare system was greeted with 
caution Sunday by area township offi- 
cials, some of whom said the program 
costs too much and would create too 
many government jobs. 


Schaumburg Township Supervisor 


Vernbn Laubenstein said he agrees 
with the goals of Carter's sweeping 
reform program but questioned the 
need to create an estimated 1.4 mil- 
lion new government jobs. 


"I think what he (Carter) is doing is 


a step in the right direction but I won- 
der if we wouldn't be beter off trying 
to assist these people to better utilize 
the Jobs out there now, rather than 
creating more new jobs," Laubens- 
tein said. 


AS TOWNSHIP supervisor, Lau- 


benstein is in charge of. supervising 
the general assistance program, 
which provides' temporary financial 
aid to needy families. 


Carter's program'is designed to-re- 


duce welfare fraud and encourage 
able-bodied workers to find new jobs 
in government and private industry. 


The $30.7 billion proposal, up ,$2.8 


billion from current costs, was pre- 
sented 
to Congress Saturday. If 


adopted, it woukLnot go into effect 
until late 1980. 


Carter has called the present sys- 


tem irrational and .unfair, predicting 
the new program eventually will save 
taxpayers' money by taking more 


people off the welfare rolls and into 
public or private jobs and eliminating 
fraud and error estimated at $1.3 bil- 
lion annually. 


Elk Grove Township Supervisor 


Richard Hall said the cost of Carter's 
proposal "looks high!" 


"But if it solves the problem then it 


may not be very high at all," Hall 
said. 


Hall siad he does not expect the pro- 


gram to have significant effects on, 
Elk Grove Township's emergency 
general assistance program, which 
currently serves less than 20 persons • 
each month. 


"It's really too early to say how the 


new program might work but I think

Gas to cost $1 a gallon 
soon, Adams predicts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Trans- 


portation Sec. Brock Adams,(in an 
interview released Sunday,' said 
the price of gasoline could hit $1 a 
gallon ''very soon", if proposed 
energy taxes take effect and im- 
ported oil costs go up. 


And when pump prices get that 


high, he says, Americans will fi- 
nally start cutting down on fuel 
consumption. 


In an interview with U.S. News 


& World Report magazine, Adams 
continued the get-tough theme 
President Carter has introduced 
into administration assessments of 
energy'conservation needs. 


Carter said last week, that "the 


public is not paying attention" to 
his calls for voluntary reductions' 
in energy consumption and may 
need to be forced into it by a new 
"series of crises." 


ADAMS SAID one effective jolt 


might be a stiff and sudden price 
hike at the gas pump. 


"When (gasoline) moves into 


the range of $1 a gallon, you'll see 
a real impact," he said. 


Asked how soon that might hap- 


pen Adams replied, "we'll be aw- 
fully close to that very soon. The 
price at the pump already is 
around 70 cents in many places. 


"The wellhead tax will add be- 


tween 4-and 7 cents a gallon. The 
federal gasoline tax that's being 
proposed (but which was rejected 
by the House) will tack on anoth- 
er 4 to 6 cents. And if the Organi-

Countries . . . should hike prices 
next year — something we can't

ready to commit murder'," Copland 
recalled the unidentified conductor's 
remark "My music was quite hard to 
take."' 


Copland concentrates on conducting 


'today and has no real desire to labor 
in composition. And no reason to re- 
vise his-works. 


"When I am finished with a piece, I 


am really finished," he said. "I do not 
regret things, I let go."

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPIO - Rob- 


ert Sparks, 39, who sleeps in a tent 
and refuses to own property or punch 
s timeelock, has issued the first "pau- 
per's oath" the Alameda County tax 
collector has seen in 31 years. 


Sparks, in notarized documents to 


the county, the FBI and Internal Rev- 
enue Service, vows to live as a pauper 
and relinquish all belongings to a 
community church. 


"I Will never knowingly work for, 


support or defend any established con- 
cern that is profit oriented, advocates 
or perpetuates violence, or destroys 
the natural environment of this plan- 
et," the oath states. 


FBANK KRAUSE, county tax col- 


lector, said Sparks's pauper's oath is 
the first he's seen since coming on the 
job in 1946. 


"And i hope it's the last," Krause 


said. "It's nice work if you can get it, 
but we're not impressed." 


The pauper's oath "is not worth the 


paper it's written on," if Sparks in- 
tends it as a meaen to duck taxes, 
Krause said. 


Sparks' wife and two sons and 10 


other persons live in an old house 
owned by the American Baptist Semi- 
nary of the West, while he sleeps in a 


tent on the property. 'They are 
_allowed to stay there in exchange for 
renovating the house. 


EXPLAINING THE oath during the 


weekend, Sparks sand, "I no longer 
want.to be in the closet about my feel- 
ings toward the forces that move 
people — like government. 


"It has taken Ime a lot of years and 


a lot of thinking to come to this point 
in life," he said.'"I feel some kind of 
draw on myself to do something with 
my own life that has meaning just to 
me. 


"I believe in reincarnation, so per- 


haps I returned to this lifetime to fin- 
ish out goals necessary for each of us 
to attain before returning to a source 
of origin." 


Sparks' tent is pitched beneath tall 


redwood trees in the glade-like front 
yard of the two-story house near the 
University of California. 


"Before I had the tent I used to 


sleep under the trees," he said. 


"The 
only problem is Saturday 


morning when the garbage truck 
comes by at 6 o'clock and bothers ev- 
erybody. It's a vexation on the spirit 
>and an abdomination that trash 
should be picked up when everything 
is so tranquil."

200,000 
acres burn 
in West 


Forest fires burned out of control 


over 200,000 acres Sunday in drought- 
strieken California and major blazes 
burned in Oregon, Nevada, Arizona 
and Colorado as firemen from 
throughout the nation converged on 
the West. 


In Alaska, where nearly 1.5 million 


acres of forest and tundra had 
burned unchecked for several days 
despite the efforts of 2,000 firefighters, 
cooling temperatures and some rain 
brought welcome assistance, The 
largest fire had blackened 335,000 
acres of tundra — land normally 
grazed by about 4,000 reindeer — 100 
mites north of Nome. 


But in the "Lower 48" states, the 


situation was critical In the West. The 
National Fire Information Center in 
Boise, Idaho, called up 1,200 addition- 
al firefighters from throughout the 
United States during the weekend. 


THEY SENT 480 of the fresh fire- 


men to assist exhausted crews facing 
California's major conflagrations near 
scenic Big Sur and in the extreme 
northern end of the state. 


Others were assigned to aid in the 


7.800-acre blaze In Oregon's Fremont 
National Forest; 'an 1,800-acre fire 
moving at 60 acres per hour through 
volatile pinon, brush and juniper-in 
Nevada's Payhroc Mountains north of 
Las Vegas; a 6,700-acre blaze on the 
Hulapai Indian Reservation in north- 
ern Arizona; and a potentially dan- 
gerous fire raging in the White River 
National Forest of northwest Colora- 
do. 


In California, the situation was so 


grim that U.S. Forest Service chief 
John McGuire and deputy Agriculture 
Sec. John White flew over the fir* 
lines to assess the situation. 


Included were the huge Scarface 


fire, about 60 miles from the Oregon 
stateline In the Modoc-Lassen Nation- 
al Forest, which rose in size to more 
than 70,000 acres and sent a tower of 
smoke 30,000. feet into the sky. The 
weather service said it was gener- 
ating its own weather, causing rain in 
nearby Oregon. 


SCARFACE KAGED through vast 


areas of commercial lumber just four 
mites from the 15,000-acre Pondosa 
aad 10,000-acre Horr's Corner fires 
which merged early Sunday into a 
23,000-acre blaze. Firemen feared 
Scarface also would merge, lurning 
the area into a 95,000-acre inferno. 


Near Big Sui in central California, 


the Marble Cone fire burned un- 
checked through 71,000 acres of the 
Veatana-Wilderness Area despite the 
efforts of 3,100 firemen. Virtually two- 
thirds of the pristine area had been 
destroyed. 


The dead and dry brush "just goes 


like crazy," a spokesman said. 


Marble Cone has cost 12.23 million 


to battle since it broke Aug. l, the 
spokesman said. Potential loss to wa- 
tershed was put at $142 million.

ed: 


• Gerig fire, 17,300 acres about nine 


miles southeast of Bleber in Modoc 
County. 


• Eagle Lake fire, 7,500 acres six 


miles northeast of Susanvllle.

• Bonita fire, 5,000 acres in Sequoia 


National Forest 60 miles northeast of

Most were ignited by lightning. Au-

Explosion kills 5 in Pennsylvania 


ALTOONA, Pa. (UPI) - A 12-inch 


pipe carrying pressurized steam ex-e 
ploded Sunday at a Pennsylvania 
Electric Co. power plant in nearby 
Willlamsburg, killing five men, criti- 
cally Injuring a sixth and causing ex- 
tensive damage. 


"The building was filled with hot 


steam when I got there," Williams- 
burg Fire Chief William Frye said. 
"The injured man was the only one 
who managed to get outside the build- 
ing. The clothing was completely 
blown off one of the dead workers." 


Frye and stale police said apparent- 


ly too much pressure had built up in 
the pipe. 


STATE POLICE said the tempera- 


tur« of the steam was 755 degrees 
Fahrenheit and the pressure was at 
685 pounds per square inch when the 
explosion occurred at 6:40 a.m. Frye 
estimated the pressure at 720 pounds 
per square inch. 


Blair County Coroner Charles Bur- 


key said the five men killed in the 
explosion died of steam burns and as- 
phyxiation. 


Company official* said the accident 


occurred during a routine turbine 
cleaning operation. Every six months, 
they said, the turbines are shut down 
and "blown out" and the steam pipes 
inspected. 


"We know the pressure was there, 


but we don't know why," a company 
source was quoted as saying. 


THERE WAS no immediate esti- 


mate of damage to the plant, but fire- 
men said the blast "devastated" an 
area 60 by 90 feet. 


The dead, all Pennsylvania resi- 


dents, were identified as Howard W. 
Kifer, 61; Howard William Port, 60; 
William K. Henderson, 59; Mack G. 
Black, 44, and Robert C. Rupert, 57. 
John N. Rabits, 54, was admitted to 
the burn center at Mercy Hospital in 
Pittsburgh with third-degree burns 
over 80 per cent of his body. 


Meanwhile in Brooklyn, a four-story 


b u i l d i n g collapsed early Sunday, 
trapping and killing an 8-year-old girl 
and her father and injuring six other 
persons. 


Rescue workers said the entire right 


side of the' building collapsed some- 
time before 3:30 a.m. CDT, trapping 
the building's six sleeping tenants un- 


der concrete, mortar 
and brick 


rubble. 


A SECONDARY collapse, whicFT oc- 


curred after rescue workers arrived, 
trapped two firemen, seriously in- 
juring one of them.

A fire department rescue unit was 


called to the scene,after a report of 
an explosion, but Capt. Fred Gallag- 
her said afterward there had been no 
fire or blast.

TOKYO (UPI) — A volcano erupted 


Sunday in northern Japan, sending a 
column of smoke nearly 40,000 feet in 
the air, pelting a jumbo jetliner with 
rocks that cracked cockpit windows 
and spraying ash and debris over a 
24-mile area. 


Police on Japan's northernmost 


main island of Hokkaido ordered 
20,000 tourists and 5,000 area residents 
to take shelter at schools and other 
public facilities. No casualties were 
reported. 


The Japanese Meteorological Agen- 


cy said the 2\378-foot, twin-peaked Mt. 
Usu erupted twice within three hours 
Sunday, sending a column of gray 
smoke 39,360 feet into the air. 


All Nippon Airways said smoke jet- 


ting from the raging volcano enguled 
one of its Lockheed Tristar airliners 
and that rocks cracked two cockpit 
windows. 


The plane, carrying 317 passengers 


and crew members from Sapporo, 
capital of Hokkaido Island, to Nagoya 
in western Japan, was forced to re- 
turn to Sapporo, the airBnes said. 


Aviation authorities have ordered 


planes flying to and from Sapporo, site 
of the 1972 Winter Olympics, to steer 
clear of the Mt. Usu area on the south- 
western part of the island. 


The explosions sprayed fist-sized 


rocks and gray ash as far away as 24 
miles from the mountain, covering the 
roofs of houses and farmland. 


Hokkaido officials estimated dam- 


age to nearby cornfields, nearly ready 
for harvest, at about $11.3 million. 


Located by scenic Lake Toya, the 


Mt. Usu area attracts a large number 
of tourists during the summer. Most of 
them had come to watch an annual 
fireworks display at the foot of the 
volcano. 


The meteorological agency said the 


eruptions followed a series of more 
than 1,000 minor earthquakes during a 
36-hour period. 


The agency said it was the first ma- 


jor eruption of Mt. Usu in more than 
three decades. It said the 1,332-foot 
•Mt. Showa Shinzan was created near 
Mt, Usu in the latter's major erup- 
tions in 1943-45.

The Carter program calls for feder- 


al government assistance in helping 
persons from low-income families to 
find jobs, both in government and pri- 
vate industry. The jobs, which would 
pay the minimum wage or slightly 
above, would range from child care 
and cleanup of cities to public safety 
work. 


It also would replace aid for families 


with dependent children and the food 
stamp program with a new work ben- 
efit and income support, system. Un- 
der the proposal two-parent families, 
singles, childless couples and single 
parents with children older than 14 
would be expected to work full-time 
and be required to accept available 
jobs with cash income supplements 
up to $8,900. 


INCOME support also would go to 


the aged, blind and disabled and 
single parents of children under 14, 
although single parents with children 
older than 6 would be required to ac- 


cept jobs that do not interfere with 
child care. 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Eth- 


el Kolerus said -she requested but has 
not received a copy of the Carter leg- 
islation. 


Palatine Township Supervisor How- 


, ard Olsen said he has not become 
"thoroughly familiar" with the pro- 
posed plan but doubts it will have 
much effect on his townsnlp's general 
assistance program.

The Carter plan also would provide 


income payments totaling $2,500 a 
year to aged, blind or disabled per- 
sons, with couples in this category 
getting $3,750, slightly higher than 
their current benefits.

WASHINGTON (UPD-The govern- 


ment Sunday released a report chal- 
lenging the theory that women's liber- 
ation is responsible for recent sharp 
increases in crimes committed by 
women. 


The report, released by the Law En- 


forcement Assistance Administration, 
was based on a 14-state survey of 
1.600 women inmates involved in 
crimes ranging from shoplifting to 
burglary, armed robber and murder. 


"The media, among others ... as- 


sert that the apparent sharp increase 
in the female arrest rate is 'the dark 
side of women's liberation,' " the 350- 
page report said, 


BUT THE researchers said theories 


linking women's crimes with "rejec- 
tion of the female role fail-to account 
for the large number of women for 
whom this idealized (liberated) role is 
neither possible nor desirable."

to get 3rd trial? 


A date lias been set to determine if former Charles Manson 


"family" member Leslie Van Houten will be tried yet a third time 
for murder — but there also is a possibility she soon may go free. 
Her second trial ended Saturday in a mistrial after the jury re- 
ported it was hopelessly deadlocked. Superior Court Ju'dge Edward 
Hinz Jr. set Sept. 12 as a date for a hearing lo determine if she 
will be tried again. There is a chance that trial will never be held. 
A meeting is scheduled this week to discuss the possibility of a 
plea bargain. Should the district attorney's office accept a guilty 
plea to manslaughter or second-degree murder, Miss Van Houten 
— because of time already served — could be freed on parole 
within a short time. Miss Van Houten, now 27, was convicted in a 
1970-71 trial of first-degree murder in the stabbing deaths of Rose- 
mary and Leno LaBianca the night after actress Sharon Tate and 
fom

Home explosion kills three 


A powerful explosion ripped apart a brick home early Sunday, 


killing three members of a family and injuring a fourth in Evans- 
ton, Wyo. Authorities investigated the possibility the blast might 
have been set deliberately. Attorney Victor Vehar, 67; his wife, 
Beverly, and son, John, 18 were killed. Another son, Tony, a Kem- 
merer, Wyo., attorney, was injured and listed in fair condition at 
University Hospital in Salt Lake City. The Mountain Fuel Supply 
Co., the utility that serves the Evanston area, said the pre-dawn 
explosion was not caused by natural gas. It said a gas meter 
inside the house was still operating after the blast. 


Seoul injured by lightning 


Cal D. Armstrong, a 16-year-old Boy Scout from Utah, was criti- 


cally Injured whefestruck by lightning while running between two 
trogp sites at the National Scout Jamboree in Butler, Pa. About 
18,500 Boy Scouts were camped at the 17,000-acre Moraine State 
Park for the 1W7 Jamboree which ends Tuesday. A scout officials 
said Armstrong was running across "reasonably flat ground" 
where the- western region troops were quartered when he was 
struck down during a brief but severe thunderstorm Saturday. 
Armstrong is a member of the Utah Peak's Council in Santaquin. 


Sen. Church on Cuha .trip 


As part of the move toward re-establishing full diplomatic rela- 


tions with Cuba, Sen. Frank Church flies to Havana today on a trip 
that may result in the release of several Americans held on politi- 
cal charges. Church, D-Idaho, will make the trip on an American 
military plane, the first U.S. military craft to land at Havana's 
airport since the two nations broke relations more than 16 years 
ago. He was invited by Cuban President Fidel Castro. U.S. State 
Dept. officials and congressional sources said Castro, in a gesture 
toward the Carter administration, may highlight the four-day 
Church visit with the release of some or all of the seven American 
citizens held in Cuban jails on political charges. The State Dept. 
did not identify them. The trip is seen as another step in what is 
expected to bo a long and gradual process of improving relations 
between Cuba and America. 


Legal tangle over club fire 


A major legal controversy is brewing over the tangle of law- 


suits, totalling some $870 million, filed on behalf of victims of the 
tragic Beverly Hills Supper Club fire. The dispute centers on 
whether the mass of litigation from the May 28 Southgate, Ky,, 
blaze, which killed 164 persons and injured 51 others, ultimately 
should be considered in federal court as a class action, or a series 
of individual lawsuits. The problem is that the maximum amount 
of money available for any damages awards is only a small frac- 
tion of the total damages claimed on behalf of the dead and in- 
jured. One lawyer estimates there is only about $3 million avail- 
able to divide among the scores of plaintiffs. Attorneys favoring 
the class action approach clashed in a'pretrial conference called 
Friday by U.S. District Judge Carl B. Rubin as a first step toward 
organizing some 20 federal lawsuits stemming from the blaze.

Irish youths protest queen's visit 


British troops fired plastic bullets, Sunday to drive oft hundreds 


of rock-throwing Irish Republican youths protesting Queen Eliza- 
beth's second visit to Belfast, Northern Ireland, since her coronat- 
ion 25 years ago. Dozens of helmeted soldiers charged into the mob 
of about 300 youths and arrested six of the demonstrators. No in- 
juries were reported. An army spokesman said the clash broke out 
at the end of a march by some 2,000 militant Irish Republicans to 
protest the royal visit. 


Japanese students attack police. 


Student radicals wearing red helmets and armed with hoemade 


fire bombs attacked police Sunday at Tokyo's new $733 million 
International airport, attempting to halt the first day of noise tests 
by a jumbo jet. Police said two of the 3,200 riot police guarding the 
airport were injured.'One suffered burns from a fire bomb while 
another was seriously injured when hit by a truck driven by one of 
the students. The attack occurred after about 1,000 student radi- 
cals and farmers held a protest rally near the new airport at 
Narita, about 40 miles south of Tokyo.

THOSE VARIED enterprises are 


among thousands of projects starting 
up around the country as a result of 
Congress' decision in May to more 
than double the number of federally 
finnaced public service jobs from 
300,000 to 725,000. 


The increase is part of a package of 


programs enacted at President Car- 
ter's urging to stimulate economic re- 
covery and help reduce unemploy- 
ment. 


The public service job expansion is 


running about two months behind 
schedule, partly because it took Con- 
gress longer than expected to appro- 
priate the money, and the U.S. Labor 
Dept. estimates the level of 725,000 
jobs will be reached by the end of 
February instead of early January as 
originally planned. 


Congress ordered that new jobs in 


the expanded part of the program be 
used for specific '/projects" which a 
community otherwise could not afford 
to start. Localities can use the origi- 
nal part of the program to hire work- 
ers for ongoing activities, such as po- 
lice and fire protection. 


As a result of the expansion, com- 


munities and nonprofit organizations 
have been thinking up local projects 
for which the federal government 
pays employes' wages. 


SYRACUSE, N.Y., proposed a ca- 


reer development program using city 
schools in the evenings for youngsters 
who otherwise might run afoul of the 
law. The government will pay the 
$9,250 salaries of two outreach work- 
ers for it.

In its early days. Harper was a 


haven for the traditional post-high- 
school student, unsure of his career 
goals or unable to afford four years 
of a university education. 


Today, there is no "typical" stu; 
dent. You will find business suits next 
to blue joans, salt-and-pepper -hair 
next to Farrah Fawcett-Majors locks, 
mothers next to daughters, grand- 
fathers next to grandsons. 


You'll notice fewer Fremd High 


School letter sweaters and fewer psy- 
chology textbooks, but more students 
toting welding goggles or manuals on 
vending machine repair. 


And you'll discover more students, 


period. More than 19,000 last fall 
atone — nearly twice the number Har- 
per officials forecasted 10 years ago. 


THAT IS WHY the parking lot at 


Harper's campus in Palatine looks 
like Christmas at Woodfield Shopping 
Center every day of the year. 


It is also why those w!io are respon- 


sible for Harper's future frequently 
wring their hands and tell you that 
Harper is "bursting at the seams," 


What that means, according to John 


R. Birkholz. Harper's vice president 
of academic affairs, is that programs 
that should have had their own facil- 
ities years ago have remained in tem- 
porary quarters long outgrown. 


It means that aspiring medical lab 


technicians share space with biology 
students, secretarial science is still 
stuck in four stopgap classrooms, and 
would-be thespians have to be content 
with mounting a production of "God- 
spell" without benefit of a stage. 


It also means that classrooms at 


Harper are in such high demand that 
routine maintenance often must be 
done while classes are in session. 


PART OF THE problem is that 


Harper's building program is always 
behind schedule — a casualty of the 
lag between each chunk of new en- 
rollments and tho time it takes to 
build a new building to accommodate 
them. 


Another dilemma is that, as Harper 


expands its curriculum to keep up 
with the demands in the community, 


For monthii there have been rumbl- 


ings — and occasional outbursts — of 
discontent over Harper College's plans 
to build a second campus hi Wheeling 
Township. White the administration Is 
pushing expansion, 
the

trustees election Oils year threw the 
majority io those advocating caution. 
In the first of a three-part scries, edu- 
cation reporter Rcna Wish Colien ex- 
amines the pressures moving the col- 
lege toward expansion. 


the college is attracting more and 
more students to less and less space. 


Last fall, for example, 10 students w 


were enrolled in production welding, 
175 hi interior design and 825 in adult 
basic education — three programs 
that nobody even dreamed would exist 
when the Palatine campus was de- 
signed a decade ago. 


Most significant-, perhaps, is that 


nobody dreamed that the graying of 
America and the trend-toward lifelong 
learning would hit Harper so fast, and 
cram the campus so soon. 


Even Harper Pros. Robert E. Lahti, 


who prides himself on being some- 
what of an educational visionary, ad- 
mits, "It's gone the way I predicted it 
would go. The only thing that's hap- 
pened, it's gone twice as fast." 


ALTHOUGH LAHTI will have an 


occasional slip of the tongue and still 
refer to Harper's patrons as "the 
kids," he is fond of lecturing about 
how the old "junior college" label be- 
came as passe as The Twist as career 
education and then adult offerings 
caught on. 


When Harper opened its doors in 


1967 in leased high school classrooms, 
Lahti recalls, the emphasis was liber- 
al arts, and most people regarded 
Harper as a two-year prelude to 
"real" college. 


Career education. Lahti said, was 


considered a path for "other people's 
children." But soon enrollment in 
vocational and technical courses be- 
gan to climb, and today it accounts 
for about 42 per cent of Harper's 
traditional credit students. 


But now the growth is in "nontradi- 


tional students" — primarily adults —

total student body. 


The adult student, Lahti says, is 


here to stay. 


THESJtS CURRICULUM changes 


have played havoc with Harper's stu- 
dent profile and contributed greatly to 
the space squeeze afflicting the col- 
lege. For example: 


• In 1969, more than -halt' of Har- 


per's credit students were under 21. 
Last year, only 39 per cent fell into 
that age bracket, and the average stu- 
dent at Harper was slightly older than 
28. 


• Becaust the students are older, 


theyj are more likely to be holding 
down part-time or full-time jobs to 
support themselves. As a result, there 
are more part-time students: 65 per 
cent last year compared with 44 per 
cent in 1969. 


• Because there are more part- 


time students than forecast when the 
Palatine campus was, designed 10 
years ago, the campus last fall had to 
squeeze about 19,000 bodies (give or 
take a few thousand because of off- 
campus facilities) into space intended 
for about 10,000. 


Some of the crush could be alle- 


viated if Harper completes its 20- 
building master plan. But because of 
the vagaries of state funding, only 
three of the eight unbuilt buildings 
are close to construction. Harper is 
not even planning to request state 
funds for another two until 1979, and 
the final three — a large lecture hall, 
an auditorium and a continuing edu- 
cation facility — may be a long time 
coming. 


As Trustee Robert Moats puts it, 


"Auditoriums are a low funding prior-

cials not only with a campus strained 
to the limits, but with a big question 
mark about how to plan for the fu-1 


ture. 


"What am r'going to tell my dean of 


career development?" academic af- 
fairs vice president Birkholz asks. 
"Should he spend-time developing 
new pgorams if we're not going'to. 
have the facilities'" 


Two years ago, Birkholz noted, the 


Illinois Community College Board au- 
thorized Harper to offer a program in 
auto body repair. Harper explored the 
possibility 
of leasing 
the

square feet of space the program 
would require, but the cost was prohi- 
bitive, Birkholz said. 


Even if the Palatine campus were 


completed tomorrow, there is no pro- 
vision in the blueprints for an auto 
body shop. So Harper officials say 
only one solution seems feasible, if 
Harper is ever to offer the program — 
Offer it on a second campus.

Canadian air controllers on strike 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Canada's 2,200 


air traffic controllers went on strike 
Sunday and the nation's airlines 
transferred operations to American 
border airports in an attempt to keep 
flying on a skeleton basis. 


The general strike, the result of a 


nine-month wage dispute, virtually 
shut down air service in Canada. 


The Canadian Air Traffic Control 


association had scheduled 
rotating 


strike action for midnight Monday but 
moved up the strike to 4 a.m. EDT 
Sunday in reaction to a government 
announcement that it would seek leg- 
islation to impose a contract settle- 
ment. 


CATCA OFFICIALS sent a telegram 


Sunday to government negotiators 
with an offer to reopen contract talks. 
But chief government negotiator Pe- 
ter Dawson said the telegram in- 
dicated "no change in, CATCA's posi- 
tion and we believe no' useful purpose 
would be served by further meetings 
at this time." 


Air Canada said it had slashed its 


normal schedule of International and 
domestic flights from about 500 a day 


down to 26 Sunday. 


Canada's other major airline, CP 


Air, said almost all domestic flights 
were canceled and that it will operate 
only limited international service. 


The two major carriers said they 


would bus passengers to the nearest

building and to maintain a dis- 
play case of historic objects. The 
reasoning: the administration 
building is a 67-year-old farm- 
house and is therefore historic. 


The present park board, six of

The board has 
a committee studying the possi- 
bility of using the tax'to help 
support the restoration of the 
121-year-old Sunderlage farm- 
house by the Poplar Creek His- 
torical Society.

Because of that and 
because the historical society is 
a private group, there are tech- 
nicalities that must be worked 
out before the park board can 
join the project. The park board, 
to its credit, seems willing to 
work out the details in an at- 
tempt to do the right thing. 


Meanwhile, the discussion of 


the museum tax has resulted in 
some fanciful logic as various 
persons have tried to get in line 
for a share of the money. 


A prize for originality must 


certainly go to David Norris, di- 
rector of the Boys Club, who has 
suggested the club should get 
some of the museum tax money 
because its headquarters are in 
an old building and because the 
club is "a museum of creating 
leaders." 


That interpretation probably 


has as much merit as justifica- 
tion for using the tax to main- 
tain administrative offices. 


It is time the Hoffman Estates 


Park District put all such flights 
of fantasy behind it. Museum 
taxes should support museums 
— period.

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Investigative 
reporting not 
quite bright 


One by-product of the Watergate ad- 


venture was a journalistic fad — in- 
vestigative reporting. The exploits of 
Woodward and Bernstein were hailed 
as a giant step beyond old-style jour- 
nalism and into the active pursuit of 
evil. All across the land, reporters set 
out on the trail of malefactors, and 
journallsh schools were besieged by 
youngsters eager for basic training, 


But the glamor Is dimming: In- 


vestigative reporting has come on 
parlous times. Watergates, it turns 
out, are bard to come by. And the 
public is sick of the miniscandals, 
semlseandals, psuedo-scandals and 
one-day scandals that are being 
nerved up in lieu of the real thing. 


So desperate is the press to produce 


a rousing encore to its 1972-74 extra- 
vaganza that it has attached a label, 
"Koreagate," to the current most 
likely prospect — the acceptance of 
South Korean cash and favors by 
members of Congress. The label start- 
ed as an inside gag, but now one 
hears It in television news reports and 
sees it in newspaper headlines. 


DESPITE THE LABEL, and the un- 


seemly prejudgement it implies, the 
Korean story is losing steam. Its 
problem is one that besets much of 
investigative reporting today, at least 
on the national level: a lack of official 
follow-through. 


The Watergage story had a major 


ingredient that is missing today. Be- 
cause the folia in trouble were Re- 
publicans, the Democrats who con- 
trolled Congress were happy to take a 
handoff from the press and run with 
it. 


Today the situation is different. The 


partakers of Korean kindness were 
mostly Democrats, and Democrats 
not only still control Congress but 
they control the White House as well. 
The unsurprising result is official foot- 
dragging and confusion. 


The press, meanwhile, has been 


spinning its wheels. And some of its 
efforts to keep the story alive have 
provided ammunition for those who 
accuse it of excesses ranging from 
character assassination to destruction 
of the Republic. 


FOR A TIME IT looked as though the 
personal finances of Bert Lance, 
President Carter's close friend and 
advisor and director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, might enli- 
ven the summer doldrums. But that 
story hasn't reached the "Lancegate" 
stage and It probably never will. 


Lance told his story on Capitol Hill 


and got both approval and sympathy. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., who 
presided over the hearing, told the 
ft-esident's friend that he had been 
unjustly "smeared from one end of 
the country to the other." 


For good measure, Ribicoff took a 


slap at investigative reporters. They 
are trying to 'get everybody — that's 
the name of the game," he said, and 
that undoubtedly summarizes the 
view of a good many members of Con- 
gress.

The Lance case, incidentally, illus- 


trates another problem besetting to- 
day's media investigators. The press 
has not recovered from its traditional 
honeymoon with a new President. 
Reporters at Carter's July 28 news 
conference did not ask a single ques- 
tion about Lance's interesting finan- 
cial arrangements. As 'columnists 
Jack Gennond and Jules Witcover 
pointed out, Richard Nixon would not 
have been treated so daintily. 


PERHAPS THE SOLUTION for the 


investigators' is to find new ground to 
plow. That is what the New York 
Times' premier investigative report- 
er, Seymour Hersh, did. 


Hersh, whose last big target was 


the CIA, turned his attention to big 
business — specifically to a con- 
glomerate, Gulf & Western Industries. 
The resulting series may not have rat- 
tled many tea cups, but it was a nice 
change. 


Hersh may have something. Bank- 


ers David Rockefeller and Walter 
Wriston and others in that league 
have been complaining that the press 
does a lousy job on news about busi- 
ness. I don't think the Hersh treat- 
ment is what they are looking for, but 
at least it's not benign neglect. 


I can suggest another fertile field 


for the investigators: Pay some at- 
tention to the operation of the system 
itselef, or rather to the breakdowns in 
the system. By that I mean the failure 
of many public agencies to do the job 
they are supposed to do. 


EXAMPLES: A CITY water depart- 


ment that fouls up its billings so badly 
that great inconvenience and even 
hardship are caused its customers. A 
federal bureaucracy that is unrespon- 
sive not only to the public but to its 
elected and appointed bosses. An 
agency where rising costs and dimin- 
ishing efficiency seem to go hand in 
hand. 


The press reports a lot of that sort 


of thing, but usually the stories are 
based on the findings of this study 
group or that interested party. The 
emphasis is on effect, not on «x>t 
causes. 


In other words, having milked the 


malfeasance and misfeasance of pub- 
lic officials, what about nonfeasance 
— the failure to perform? That can 
have a more direct and hurtful im- 
pact on the citizen than the off-hours 
behavior of a Congressman. 


For investigative reporters who 


want to prove their grit, determina- 
tion and resourcefulness, the innards 
of the bureaucracy, local state or fed- 
eral, is a great place to do it.

Questions abound on neutron bomb

As President Carter prepares ito 


make a decision later this,month on 
whether the United States should be- 
gin production of the 
devastating 


neutron warhead — these are some of 
the questions facing him: 


Does the United State's new neutron 


w a r h e a d (sometimes 
incorrectly 


called the neutron bomb) represent 
such a vast technological advance by 
the United States that the Soviets will 
insist on closing the gap before they 
are willing to talk further about com- 
ing to terms on arms limitations? 


And, as its critics also contend, 


would its availability lower the "thre- 
shold" of nuclear weapons use be- 
cause it might kill invaders with its 
neutron rays within a radius of 1,800 
yards of the warhead explosion while 
inflicting very little physical damage 
on buildings. And is there something 
immoral about a bomb that inflicts 
human casualties while sparing build- 
ings? 


(ONE POSSIBLE use might be in 


response to a Soviet tank invasion of 
West Germany when the United 
States and its allies might want to kill 
Soviet troops but not destroy West 
German cities, some analysts say. So 
concentrated would the effect be that 
the weapon could be used near allied 
front lines without danger to our side. 
Since Warsaw Pact forces do not at 
present have any defense against 
neutron radiation the neutron weapon, 
combined with conventional weapons, 
could thwart the enemy advance with- 
in hours.) 


Or, as some Pentagon spokesmen 


counter, would United States use of 
the neutron warhead be only defen- 
sive, with lowyield warheads, and 
thus have no effect on arms limita- 
tion? 


They insist that a deterrent that can 


be used because it is so accurate and 
precise is more effective in restrain- 
ing the enemy than a tactical nuclear 
weapon with a blast yield 10 times 


greater, which would devastate vast 
areas. 


President Carter has before him a 


Senate decision to finance the war- 
head (the amount is secret but is 
known to be large — in the hundreds 
of millions). But the Senate added the 
proviso that if it did not like the Pres- 
ident's decision it might, together 
with the House, jointly veto his action. 


The United States has not yet begun 


limited production of the neutron 
weapon although prototypes 
have 


been tested; in Nevada for several 
years. 


SPECIFIC SOVIET objections to 


the neutron weapon are: that it opens 
a new round in the arms race; that it 
may be called a tactical weapon but 
that any use of a nuclear weapon 
could lead to nuclear holocaust; that 
its use conflicts with President Car- 
ter's human rights pretensions and 
negates the President's stated objec- 


Truth of Kent State can't be hidden

In the same town in the State of 


Maryland I have seen one memorial 
to the soldiers of the Confederacy and 
another to the soldiers of the Union. 
They reflect the fact that Maryland 
was divided Intimately during the 
American Civil War. 


The two communities who fought 


against each other in that struggle 
learned long since to be respectful of 
each other's memories and memor- 
ials. The battlefields of that war hon- 
or alike the fallen of Blue and Gray. 
No one in the North attempts to pre- 
vent the descendants of the Con- 
federacy from putting their memor- 
ials where their ancestors fought and 
fell. And vice versa. 


Confederate memorials dot the field 


at Gettysburg in Pennsylvania. Union 
memorials are abundant in .Virginia 
on the fields of Bull Run, Fred- 
erieksburg, Spotsylvania, and Peters- 
burg. 


THE AUTHORITIES of Kent State 


University in Ohio are trying to put a 
gymnasium overshadowing the place 
where seven years ago four American 
students fell to the rifle fire of the 
Ohio National Guard. Student protes- 
ters and parents of two of the fallen 
have been trfing to prevent the build- 
ing being put on that place. They 
want a memorial there to the four. 


The motives on the two sides in this 


Issue are understandable in both 
cases. They are also in conflict. 


The authorities of the university and 


the higher authorities above them of 
the government of the State of Ohio 
do not enjoy the prospect of a memor- 
ial which perpetuates the memory of 


the day when in resentment and per- 
haps also in fear they sent poorly dis- 
ciplined militia armed with battlefield 
weapons against unarmed students. 


TODAY'S STUDENTS and the par- 


ents and friends of the fallen feel that 
the protest movement of those days 
was honorable and that those who fell 
that clay at Kent State were the mar- 
tyrs of a crusade which did in fact 
change the course of history. 


The essence of the matter is that by 


1970 the United States was as bitterly 
and as emotionally divided over the 
Vietnam war as it ever was by the 
Civil War. In, the Civil War the divi- 
sion was geographical. It was North 
against South. In the issue over the 
Vietnam war the division was gener- 
ational, ideological, and political, It 
split the country in every possible 
way, but it divided the country just as 
vividly as did the Civil War. 


On the one side was the authority of 


government, the importance of law 
and order, the right of the govern- 
ment in Washington to make policy 
and to execute the policy which was 
arrived at by constitutional means. 
The dissenters and the protesters 
against the war were challenging es- 
tablished authority. There is no doubt 
that in many cases they deliberately 
flouted the law and did indeed under- 
mine public order. 


ON THE OTHER side was the case 


against the war itself, rising resis- 
tance to the unfairnesss of the selec- 
tive service system, revulsion against 
the killing, against the length of the 
war and against the fact that the case 
for the war had never been made con- 


tive of reducing nuclear armament. 


The Pentagon at present has no evi- 


dence that the Soviet Union is devel- 
oping a similar weapon. 


What exactly is the neutron war- 


head and why has it become so con- 
troversial? 


Developed over a period of 20 years, 


it is a miniaturized hydrogen warhead 
which is set off by a small atomic 
burst. The technological advance — in 
which, as far as known, the Soviet 
Union has had no share — lies in the 
miniaturization. Hence the anguished 
outcries from Moscow calling the 
warhead inhumane and immoral. 


THE OBJECT of the neutron war- 


head is to destroy the enemy without 
damaging friendly cities. 


This is how it works: 
An atomic bomblet included in the 


warhead goes off to create enough 
(heat to fuse the nuclei of hydrogen 


atoms called deuterium and tritium. 
The energy of the explosion causes a 
limited area of blast and heat and a 
larger area of radiation of neutron 
and gamma rays. 


The neutron rays traveling at near 


the speed of light, penetrate the ar- 
mor of invading enemy tanks. Mea- 
sured in rads the impact of the rayi 
depends on proximity to the explosion. 
Anything between immediate proxim- 
ity to the explosion which counts for 
8,000 rads, and 1,000 rads at a dis- 
tance of 1,800 yards will result in im- 
mediate death. Beyond 1,800 there is a 
chance of recovery from radiation- 
caused illness and inability to perform 
complex tasks likely to discourage 
most attacking forces. 


The gamma rays can also kill but 


will not penetrate armor. They would, 
however, be effective against in- 
fantry.

Fair marks for Carter's envoys

WASHINGTON (UPI) — As a presi- 


dential 
candidate, Jimmy 
Carter 


spoke bravely about ending the old, 
old practice of rewarding political 
supporters and cromes with ambassa- 
dorships. 


As President, Carter has excelled 


all his postwar predecessors at ap- 
pointing professional diplomats, rath- 
er than influential amateurs, to am- 
bassadorial posts. 


But, in the view of career foreign 


service officers, he still has a way to 
go. 


"I WOULD give him a B when you 


compare him to the recent record," 
said one official of the American For- 
eign Service Association. "But when 
you compare his performance to what 
he said in the campaign, he rates only 
a C or a C+." 


AFSA officials like to point out that, 


in the autobiography he published 
during the campaign, Carter con- 
demned "the disgraceful and counter- 
productive policy of appointing unqua- 
lified persons to major diplomatic 
posts as political payoffs. 


Carter has now made 117 of his 127 


ambassadorial 
appointments, 
and 


only 25 — or 21 per cent — have come 


from outside the professional foreign 
service. 


They include former Senate Demo- 


cratic leader Mike Mansfield, who 
went to Tokyo; former United Auto 
Workers President Leonard Wood- 
cock, who went to Peking, and former 
Yale president Kingman Brewster, 
who went to London. 


The career professionals also com- 


plain that the special panel Carter 
created to screen prospective envoys 
had only one former ambassador — 
Averell Harriman, World War H era 
envoy to Moscow — among its mem- 
bers. 


vincing to the generation called upon 
to do the fighting. 


There was right and wrong on both 


sides in 1970. 


There were honorable men on both 


sides in 1970 as in the Civil War — 
and there were some scoundrels too, 
and exploiters and foolish people — on 
both sides. 


The time has gone by for attempt- 


ing to assess praise and blame and to 
say whether there was more right or 
more wrong on one side or the other. 
There are passionate partisans of 
both causes today who would prefer to 
go on arguing the issues rather than 
healing the wounds. Many a veteran 
of the Civil War kept on fighting it to 
his last breath. 


BUT FOR MOST Americans the 


time has come to be respectful to the 
case for both sides and to allow each 
to have its memorials. 


The incident at Kent State on the 


fourth of May in 1970 was a milestone 
in American history. It shocked and 
dazed the country. Government would 
not again dare to use militia against 
students. The unpopularity of the war 
mounted. The protest movement bad 
already forced the retirement of Lyn- 
don Johnson from the presidency. By 
1970 it was undermining Richard Nix- 
on. 


It seems to me that it is as in- 


sensitive for the authorities of Kent 
State and of Ohio to try to obscure 
with a gymnasium the place where 
the four fell on the fourth of May of 
1970 as it would be for Pennsylvania 
to put an office building where Pick- 
ett launched his charge at Gettysburg.

drop suit on names 


Ralston Purina Co. and Quaker Oats Co. Friday dropped their 


federal court suite challenging each others' choice of .names for 
their pet foods.

Tourists flock to Britain in Droves 


The Americans are coming — and the French and the Germans. 


The British Tourist Authority reported Thursday that Britain may 
have a record 12 million tourists during Queen Elizabeth's Silver 
Jubilee and they probably will spend about $3.1 billion. "These are 
tremendous figures, tremendous even in contrast with last year's 
10.1 million visitors who spend 2.1 billion pounds ($3.5 billion)," 
Tourist Authority Chairman Sir Alexander Glen told a news con- 
ference. "But perhaps more remarkable still may be the surplus 
on tourism account," he said, "Last year, overseas visitors earned 
for Britain 560 million pounds ($952 million) more than the British 
spend overseas on holidays and business. "This year, I would not 
be surprised if this surplus was near to one billion pounds ($1.7 
billion)," Sir Alexander said.

Mexican natural gas may aid U.S. 


Natural gas from Mexico may help ease American shortages as 


early as this winter. Mexico, which already has more gas than it 
needs, is in the process of exploring newly discovered major re- 
serves such as the Reforma field. A spokesman for an American 
Natural Gas Co. in Houston said reforma "may be more important 
than the north slope of Alaska and development of these reserves 
could make Mexico one of the world's largest exporters of oil and 
gas." The United States, .on the other hand, has not been able to 
meet demand with domestic gas supplies and last winter the 
shortages forced factory shutdowns in the Midwest and East. Six 
American energy companies Thursday said a tentative deal with 
the Mexican Oil and Gas Agency could provide additional natural 
gas this winter. Lew Bullion of Tenneco, Inc., said up to 50 million 
cubic feet per day may be available from northeastern Mexican 
gas fields as early as the 1977-78 heating season. Bullion sand the 
companies plan to buy 2 billion cubic feet of surplus Mexican gas 
daily when Petroleos Mexicanosi completed a 750-mile pipeline 
from the Chiapas and Tabasco fields to the border, possibly in 
1979. 
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Pressure is on for team to meet 
Oct. 1 energy department due date 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A hundred- 


member team, authorized to cany out 
the biggest government shakeup in 
more than a decade, is racing to put 
together the new Dept. of Energy by 
Oct. 1. 


Some reorganization planners say 


they have no better than a SO-SO 
chance to meet that deadline, al- 
though Federal Energy Administrator 
John O'Leary says it can be done "if 
we can keep the pressure on our- 
selves." 


Congress approved creation of the 


Energy Dept. — first new Cabinet-lev- 
el agency in 11 years — on Tuesday. 
But it left Energy Sec. James Schlesi- 
nger and his planning team to work 


' out the countless organizational de- 


tails. 


SCHLESINGER ALREADY strying 


to oust Defense Dept. employes from 
the posh new Forrestal Building so 
that his own "department may use the 
space as its headquarters.' He seems 
to be winning that battle. 


The Energy Dept., however, will not 


even exist until enough' plans have 
been firmed up for President Carter 
to sign an order, probably, about Sept. 
1, setting a date for it to open its 
doors officially. 


Planners said results of a current 


talent search will help determine 
w h e t h e r an Oct. 1 opening is 
achieved. 


Some 35 top-level executives — those 


requiring presidential nomination — 
must be recruited. 


SOME WILL come from existing 


agencies, but planners said not all in- 
cumbents will be retained and many 
must be brought in from outside gov- 
ernment. 


About half of the 35 are expected to 


be nominated when Congress returns 
from its recess Sept. 7. But officials 
said if the talent search goes more 
slowly than expected, or if the nomi- 
nations are not approved quickly, it 
could delay the start of the new de- 
partment. 


"You don't want to activate a de- 


partment with only a secretary at the 
top," one official said. "The poor guy 
would be in a desperate situation very 
fast." 


The new department will consolidate 


activities of the FEA, the Energy Re- 
search and Development Adminis- 
tration and the Federal Power Com- 


mission and will take over energy-re- 
lated duties from five other agencies. 


THE ENERGY Dept. will have a 


staff of about 19,000 and a budget of 
about $10 billion. 


"It's a gigantic integration oper- 


ation," said one official involved in 
the organizing process. 


Each employe being moved to the 


department must be assigned to a 
specific job. 


Thousands of desks, chairs and 


typewriters must be tallied and 
moved to the new department. 


Payroll records must be consoli- 


dated so no'paydays are missed. 


Finally, officials said, overlapping 


regulations from the present splin- 
tered energy bureaucracy —affecting 
hundreds of energy companies — 
must be made uniform.

It also is a stopwatch, as well as a 
four-function calculator. 


THAT IS ONE of the most popular 


of the new models at the Marshall 
Field & Co. Store in Woodfield, 
Schaumburg. "A lot of people travel 
with them," Karen Home of Fields 
said. "They can do their business 
work and have an alarm clock, too." 


Another variation of this gadget 


computes time calculations and can 
tell you what day of the week any 
date falls between 1901 and 2099'. 


"One of the biggest things now is 


the thinnest," Horne said. "In fact, 
any of them sell fast when they're 
new like the thinnest and the stop- 
watch. People hie to have the newest 
thing." 


But at the J. C. Penney Co. store in 


Woodfield, which sells only hand-held 
calculators, the most popular models 
feature a memory and scientific nota- 
tion.

Several things, according to Marty 


Sullivan, of Irv's Equipment Supply 


Co. in Schaumburg. 


ONE WAS THE technology that 


allowed the use of electronics rather 
than mechanics. "The birth of elec- 
tronics changed the whole image of 
calculators," Sullivan said. 


The second factor is competition. 


"There were just too many people 
making them when they were boom- 
ing two and three years ago," Sulli- 
van said. "There were too many for 
the market and, in order to sell units, 
manufacturers 
began cutting the 


prices. 


Looking for house? Visit bank first 


NEW YORK - People looking for a 


new house often grossly overestimate 
what they can afford to pay. This is 
particularly true of first-time home 
buyers, although it happens to the 
more experienced 
as well. After 


weeks of searching for the house of 
their dreams, they're brought up 
sharply at the office of the bank or 
savings and loan, when their appli- 
cation for a mortgage is turned down. 


There's a simple way. to avoid this, 


which almost no one does: Visit the 
bank before you go househunting, to 
see how much you can actually bor- 
row. But most people start with the 
real estate agent, and go so far as to 
make an offer on a house before they 
learn that they've overreached their 
incomes. 


Two cases with which I'm person- 


ally familiar illustrate the situation. 


THE FIRST IS a young couple mak- 


ing $17,000 a year. The rule of thumb 
is that fou can afford a bouse worth 
two and half times your annual in- 
come. Going by that standard, they 
looked at houses selling for around 
$42,500. They planned to put $5,500 
down. 


But they didn't know about another 


rule of thumb used by banks and 
S&Ls. It's that mortgage payments 
and' property taxes shouldn't take 
more than 25 per cent of annual In- 
come. Because of their low down pay- 
ment, the' size mortgage they needed 
would have put them over the 25 per 
cent limit, so they were turned down 
when they applied. 


At a mortgage rate of 8% per cent, 


and considering tax rates in their 
area, all they could borrow was 
$29,000. Together with the $5,500 they 
already had, the most they could pay 
for a house was $34,500. Fortunately, 
this didn't put (hem. out of the housing 
market entirely, since the median 
price for an older house is in the area 
of $33,000. 


The second case is an older couple 


that has worked for years in order to 
be able to afford a house. Between 
them they make $22,000, and can af- 
ford to put $7,000 down. They made an 
offer of $48,000 on a house. Since 
mortgage rates in'their area were 
only 8% per cent, the monthly mort- 
gage end property-tax 
payments 


came in just under 25 per cent of their 
income. But their mortgage appli-

cation was turned down anyway. 
Why? 


THERE'S YET another bank and. 


S&L rule of thumb; itsays that a bor- 
rower's mortgage, taxes, home insur- 
ance plus other long-term debt can't 
exceed 30 per cent of annual income. 
This couple was making payments on 
two cars and a piece of vacation land 
in New York's Catskill mountains. 
Those debts, when added to the mort- 
gage they needed, pushed their total 
monthly payments over the 30 per 
cent limit. 


The bank would lend them only 


$37,000, which limited their housing 
choices to a top price of $44,000. 


To avoid the disappointment of 


hunting for a house and then finding 
you can't afford it, the smart home- 
buyer goes to the bank or S&L even 
before making contact with a real es- 
tate agent. Explain your situation, 
before making contact with a real es- 
tate agent. Explain your situation, 
and say that you're trying to find out 
approximately how much you can bor- 
row. The bank will look at your .in- 
come and debt, and give you a ball- 
park answer. (Make it clear that 
you're not looking for any guarantees, 
just an approximation of the size 
mortgage for which you qualify.) 


It's worth visiting more than one 


lender, because not all of them use 
exactly the same rules of thumb. 


If you learn that you can't borrow 


more than say $40,000 and you have 
$5,000 in cash, you'll know in advance 
that you can't afford a house costing 
any more than $45,000 (and perhaps 
less, once you consider1 the closing 
costs). 


With this exception: "Once the real 


estate agent knows your borrowing 
limits, he may be able to find a more 
expensive house where the seller is 
able to give a second mortgage. If the 
seller will lend you $5,000 payable in 
five years and you have $5,000 in 
cash, a $40,000 mortgage will let you 
buy a $50,000 house (provided that you 
can meet all the monthly payments). 


The trick is knowing your borrowing 


limits in advance, and planning a 
househunting strategy with those lim- 
its in mind. 
l 
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"Manufacturers kept dropping the 


prices until they were just about as 
low as they could go. That brought the 
price of a hand-held mini-calculator 
down from $79 to $4.95," Sullivan said. 


But the price war convinced a lot of 


manufacturers, particularly Ameri- 
can, to leave the market 


SEVERAL COMPANIES, such as 


Bowmar and Rockwell, have pulled 
out of the market, along with Pan- 
asonic. 


A Commerce Department study 


shows that the American manufac- 
turers have a decreasing portion of 
the market, down from 49 per cent in 
1973 to 30 per cent by the end of 1976. 


The Commerce Department pre- 


dicts the decline'will continue espe- 
cially 
because of "keener com- 


petition" from Japan. Sullivan says 
Japan is in the forefront of the mar- 
ket because of its cheap labor, not its 
technology. 


The electronic chip, a vital com- 


ponent of the calculator, was devel- 
oped in the United States. It is half 
the size of a fingernail and contains 
the equivalent of thousands of transis- 
tors which perform intricate calcu- 
lations. 


The Japanese have now perfected 


the technology, and can do the same 
things the American manufacturers 
can do. But they do it more cheaply 
because of the cost of labor, Sullivan 
said. 


BUT WILL THE interest in calcu- 


lators continue? Sullivan thinks so. 
"The market will never get satu- 
rated," he said. 


"As every kid graduates from high 


school — or even grammar school -r 
he is going to need to get a calculator. 
That's a built-in market that will nev- 
er diminish." 


Home agrees with him. "In fact," 


she said, "We had a 5,000 per cent 
gain in sales for the first week of July 
this year over the same period last 
year." 


Also, because calculators have be- 


come so inexpensive, people will, re- 
place them rather than repair them) 
Sullivan said. 


HUMAN NATURE will also guaran- 


tee a good market, Sullivan thinks. ~ 


"People travel and party more to- 


day, and they like to have something 
different. It's something novel to show 
off. And as soon as one person has a 
new one, everyone else at that party 
is going to have to have one like it." 


And the new kinds just keep com- 


ing. There's now a biolator calculator 
which will figure your biorhythm to 
tell you if you are going to have a 
positive, negative or neutral day. 


What kind of calculator will (hey 


come up with next? "Anything you 
can think of," Sullivan says.

The sign on the Boy Scout Council 


building on Rand Road reads: "The 
Harris Group — Tax Accountants." 


Walk up to the small suite of offices 


on the second floor and sure enough 
— there's the "group:" the Certified

Dear Mrs. H. H.: The procedure . 


for lining a silk dress would de- 
pend on your pattern. If it is ex- 
tremely straight, you'll want to 
underline the entire dress. 


When you baste the underlining 


and the dress' fabric together, be 
sure not to pull either of them too 
tight, then treat them as if they 
were only one piece of fabric. This 
will greatly reinforce the seams 
and keep the silk from pulling 
away at any point of stress. 


If the dress is loose fitting, you 


may add a separate lining. For 
elegance you could use China silk, 
but because of the cost, you might 
prefer to line the dress in any 
lightweight, woven ployester that 
resembles China Silk. 


Since silk'is a delicate woven 


fabric, use a regular machine 
needle, site nine or 11. NEVER 
use a ball-point needle for woven 
fabrics.

Antihistamines needed 
to combat hay fever 


I have t note drip summer and winter. My doctor calls It nay 


fever but I don't believe it would last like this and never let up. He 
put me on Oroide once and that nevei1 helped much and then en 
Chlor-Trineton which bui't much help. Dristan capsules help more 
than anything but I don't like to take them all the time. 


1 am M and have always had good health. I would like to know 


what you say about this — If there Is any cure or not. 1 have had It 
as long as I can remember. What causes It? I don't often catch 
colds. I do sneeze a lot. 


It certainly sounds like an allergy and would be called allergic 


rhinitis — commonly called hay fever. Such problems are seldom 
related to hay and do not cause a fever so that old term is very 
misleading but commonly understood. 


While much of hay fever is seasonal, the most common being in 


the fall with ragweed pollen exposure, some people do have hay 
fever all year long. In these cases the offending allergic substance 
is usually house dust, animal dander or fungus spore. 


The best treatment is to avoid the substance that causes allergic 


rhinitis. That requires finding out what substance or subtances 
are involved. To give -you more information on this I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 8-4 Hay Fever (Allergic Rhinitis). 
Others who want this information can send 50 cents with a, long, 
stamped, se'.'-addreased envelope for it. 


I am sorry to tell you that you will need to take antihistamines 


continually or at least before the symptoms occur to get the best 
results from them. People .with hay fever sometimes make a mis- 
take by failing to take the medicines until the symptoms begin. 
They are far less effective when taken this way. 


Incidentally, Dristan contains antihistaminics, including the 


same antihlstaminic compound found in Chlor-Trimeton. 


I had surgery for ulcers three years ago',' and 85 per cent of my 


stomach was taken out. My wife had a hysterectomy operation 
over a year ago. She says that when we breathe she can smell the 
odor ol blood on us. I keep telling her that It's not possible. Would 
you please give me an answer on this subject to settle this? 


1 doubt any answer will settle anything, but I can assure you your 


wife's impression that she can smell blood is not because she 
really does. It Is more than likely fixed in her mind. 


Ultimately we smell, hear and see because of various brain cells 


that receive signals. For some reason your wife has developed a 
sensation of smelling blood, but it has nothing to do physically with 
either operation. I think this is a psychological reaction and your 
wife might benefit from some professional counseling. Her reac- 
tion is really a -symptom of a conversion reaction, which means 
that your wife may have resolved some psychological conflict or 
anxiety by smelling blood. 


If that is the case she might feel better and do better in life in 


general with some professional counseling that will help her to 
surface and resolve her conflicts. The anxiety may be related to 
her^urgery, to factors related to why she had surgery or from 
some totally unrelated aspects of her life.

Don't take chances with 
Tris-treated sleepwear 


Confusion and controversy still surround Tris, the flame retar- 


dant used in children's nightclothing. Since the government ban- 
ned it, many anxious parents want to know how to tell which 
garments have been Tris-treated. 


They also wonder whether certain recommendations for testing 


fabrics at home for the presence of Tris are scientifically accurate. 
Here's what the Consumer Product Safety Commission says: 


First, assume that sleepwear up to size 14 has been Tris-treated if 


made of the following fibers: acetate and acetate blends, triacetate 
and triacetate blends, 100 per cent polyester and many polyester 
blends. 


Second, accept the hard advice of many scientists: Tris can't be 


laundered out. Next, they advise, don't believe any claim that one 
can determine by any quickie home method whether your child's 
p.j.'s contain Tris. Many stores will pay you back for returns of 
either new or used items possibly treated with Tris. If yours won't, 
throw out the garments. Where your children's life and health are 
involved, why take any chance at all? 


Dear Roberta: Why do gourmet cooking instructors on television 


use wire whisks or flat wire beaters to whip egg whites on platters 
instead of electric beaters and mixing bowls? Lauren Groves. 


Not just for art's sake. Hand beating is slower, but the whites 


enclose more air this way, and are therefore more fluffy.

front of electric wall outlets. We used to grow red with frustration 
every time we had to budge these heavy pieces to unplug or plug in 
an appliance.

Expert favors retreats

When the light go out, or the oil 


runs dry, or the trucks stop rolling, or 
someone pushes the nuclear button, 
who will provide for and protect you 
and your family? 


John Moore is a survival consultant. 


He sees society becoming too depend- 
ent on forces beyond its control and 
thinks it's time we learned to get 
along by ourselves. 


New Yorkers caught without power 


were able to adapt to a short-terra sit- 
uation, but Moore, who also is chief 
investigator for the Jefferson County 
Missouri public defender's 
office, 


teaches how to survive a more pro- 
longed disaster. 


"The more technically advanced 


society becomes, the more vulnerable 
it becomes to a breakdown in the sys- 
tem," he said in an interview the day 
of New York's massive power failure. 


"TO PUT OUT all the lights in New 


York 100 years ago, you would have 
had to steal all the kerosene in the 
entire city. Now all you have to do is 
throw a few switches." 


Moore's plan for energy, food, nu- 


clear or monetary crises is a simple 
one — find a strategic retreat, self- 
supporting and easily defensible, take 
your family and leave the outside 
world behind. - 


He spent two years before he found 


the right spot for himself, his wife and 
their 2-year-old daughter. It's 90 min- 
utes from,St. Louis, on high ground 
and at least a mile from the nearest 
highway. 


When his permanent home is fin- 


ished, complete with steel-reinforced 
concrete in the foundation and a steel 
door to the basement, Moore said, "I 
could live the rest of my life there 
without a doubt." 


MOORE CHARGES a consulting fee 


ranging from $300 for three months of 
training and advice to $1,000 for year- 
long service. He contrasts this to a 
$200-an-hour fee charged by similar 
survival experts on the East and West 
coasts. 


Many are eager, he said, to share 


the knowledge he gained in the armed 
forces and in five years of research

into survival techniques. Some of his 
clients, he said, are public officials, 
all demand anonymity. 


Moore teaches them how to become 


self-sufficient, no longer relying on 
the government or other institutions. 


"Virtually everything you use every 


day — water, heat, food — is provided 
by people you have absolutely no con- 
trol over," he said. 


TO 
DEVELOP their retreats, 


Moore's clients learn about firearms 
and self-defense, raising their own 
food using vacuum packed seeds that 
retain potency, and setting up a camp 
at the most useful site, not the pretti- 
est. 


His wife, a nurse, helps with the 


medical training, teaching how to

stockpile drugs and receive proper in- 
oculations. Moore also gives courses 
in communications, map-reading and 
radiation-monitoring. 


The possibility of nuclear disaster, 


once so large in the public con- 
sciousness, has seemingly grown less, 
but actually is greater, Moore said. 


"What I tell my clients is that the 


first small country with nuclear capa- 
bility that is on the losing side of a 
brush war is going to use it. It's an 
inherent tendency in man — he 
doesn't like to lose a war." 


PERSONS ANSWERING Moore's 


classified newspaper ad don't need 
much- convincing that his training is 
needed once they hear his scenario of 
what can happen, he said. 


"I think last winter is a good ex- 


ample of what dependence on a cen- 
tral supply source can do, in Ohio, for 
example," he said. 


All of this may sound like a return 


to pioneer days, but Moore insists that 
life at your own family retreat can 
have a measure of comfort, if it is 
well planned. That's where his train- 
ing courses and consultation come in. 


How many people think their house 


is going to burn down?" he said. "But 
they still have fire insurance, 


"I just ask people to look at the li- 


kelihood of a nationwide truck strike 
or another severe winter or another 
Middle East war escalating into a nu- 
clear confrontation. Then I ask them 
to draw their own conclusions."

Kallikaks' is downhome garbage 


Television is sinking to new lows. 
NBC has decided to take an Appalachian family 


and turn their poverty and cultural deprivation into 
stupidity and digust, all for a few laughs. 


1, for one, was not laughing at "The Kallikaks" 


Wednesday when it premiered as a limited, five- 
week half-hour series. 


The show is visually and verbally a piece of gar- 


bage. 


I AM AWAKE the same thing was said about Nor- 


man Lear's "All in the Family" when it first pre- 
miered. Both shows certainly go against television's 
normal theory that viewers would prefer to see the 
glamor and intrigue of a fantasy world rather than 
settle for the hard facts of reality. 


Jasper T. Kailikak, head of the church mouse-poor 


household, is a retired Appalachian coal miner. He 
has moved his family to Nowhere, Calif., and pumps 
no-name gasoline from two dirty, old pumps. 


His wife, Venus, is an overweight woman who has 


an uncrontrollablo appetite for vulgarity. 


Their teen-age daughter, Bobbi Lou, is a blonde, 


empty-headed social climber. And son Junior is a 
child genius who bounces big words off the rest of 
the family and outsmarts them at every turn. 


THE MOST distressing thing about this new tele- 


vision pilot is that David Huddleston, the talented 
and well-known character actor, plays a major part 
in it. He portrays Jasper and enjoys an influence on 
the writing anl acting that went into the show — a 
special feature of his contract, he said. 


Huddleston, who has earned a place an the busi- 


ness by mastering the role of a Southern, red-neck 
sheriff, says the distasteful, unappealing reality of 
the program is all part of the "innovation" involved. 


"This show is as different to television now as 'All 


in the Family' was when it first came on the ah1. 
Look, 90 per cent of America is exactly the way we 
are in this show. If you can let them look at some- 
thing in life they are already familiar with in a co- 
medic way, they may take to it," Huddleston said 
Friday during a stop-over in Chicago, barely recog- 
nizeablo after losing 65 pounds in the past 72 days. 


"I know we're going to be compared with 'Green 


Acres' and 'The Beverly Hillbillies,' but we're differ- 
ent because we are dealing in each episode with 
specific topics like big government and unscrupulous 
religionists. They are institutions and problems that 
the average person faces and, many times, in the 
same way the characters on this show do," said the 
46-year-old Huddleston. 


HE MAY BE right about the show. The overnight 


ratings in the top markets of the country showed 
"The Kallikaks" doing better than anticipated, espe- 
cially in the Chicago area. 


There's an importance to this sad series for Hud^ 


dleston because it is his first starring role in a tele- 
vision show. He is a veteran actor who has made a 
very lucrative career playing unforgettable secon- 
dary roles and the tough guy in more than 250 tele- 
vision commercials. He got his start on the stage in 
such musical comedies as "Mame," "The Music 
Man" and "A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to 
the Forum", All made successful runs through Chi- 
cago in the'60s. 


"The Kallikaks" offers Huddleston a chance he's 


been waiting for a long time, although he says he 
has never felt badly about making a living in secon- 
dary roles. The stereotyping of a character, in Hud- 
dleston's case, has worked to his advantage. 


"I love the character (Jasper Kailikak)", he said. 


"I think he's a rascal and a conman with many sides 
and many shades that will allow me to experiment. I

took the part for that reason and because it's anoth- 
er plateau in my career.'' 


IT WOULD SEEM Huddleston reached several 


more impressive plateaus in westerns like "Rio 
Lobo" and "Blazing Saddles" and in television series 
like "Petrocelli" and "The Waltons." 


His future roles in films such as Gene Wilder's 


"The World's Greatest Lover" and the contemporary 
science flick "Capricorn One", with Elliot Gould and 
Karen Black, certainly hold more promise than his 
lead in "The Kallikaks." 


It is not Huddleston's talent as an actor that I 


question but, rather, the values and conscience of 
the show. The network contends "The Kallikaks" of- 
fers a forum for people between the Alleghenies and 
the Rockies, but the program does nothing but dis- 
grace those people and insult the rest.

Scott was intercepted at the Saints' 
goal line, sending the fans scurrying 
for home. 


"The Saints played exactly the way 


I want us to play," said Pardee.

gone, Banks retired to the ranks 
of first base coach, hitting instruc- 
tor and finally, manager of groups 
sales. 


His position in group sales al- 


lows him to be at Wrigley Field 
every day, to be with the fans who 
revere him. He, In turn, draws a 
sense of joy from them. 


For 19 years, Emie gave the 


Cubs and their persistent fans the 
very best of himself. Still, he must 
have fueled their disappointment 
more often than anyone would 
care to remember. He must have 
struck out with the bases loaded 
dozens of times, but the fans nev- 
er booed and Banks never showed 
a dark side either. 


"IF REPORTERS EVER wrote 


anything bad about me, I didn't 
say anything," Banks noted.

MISS BROOKS has lived three 


houses from the Columbo resident at 
55 E.-'Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage for 10 years. It used to be a place 
where Miss Columbo, her brother, Mi- 
chael and 'parents, Frank and Mary 
lived in happiness.

214 officials two 
years ago agreed that something more 
than manual control of the schools' 
heating and ventilating equipment 
was needed, Cosgrove said. 


In March 1976, IBM's computerized 


e n e r g y conservation system j was 
hooked up to the district's three cen- 
trally air-conditioned schools. 
The 


move has already saved the district 
$126,284, about $29,000 more than the 
district, paid for the system, Cosgrove 
said. Allowing for increased energy 
costs, but not for increased fuel con- 
sumption necessitated by the severe 
winter, the estimate is a conservative 
one. he said. 


"PREVIOUSLY, WE could've oper- 


ated at peak level for 60 days before 
anyone knew it because it didn't show 
up until we were billed," Cosgrove 
said. "Now we know hour by hour and 
day by day how we're doing on ener- 
gy usage and where improvements 
can be made." 


While energy consumption at Roll- 


ing Meadows and Buffalo Grove high 
schools dropped by about 14 per cent 
during the computerized system's, 
first year of operation, the savings at 
Hersey was much greater.

"They should have the death penal- 


ty," she went on. "They should have 
no mercy." 


MISS BROOKS has lived three 


houses from the Columbo resident at 
55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage for 10 years. It used to be a place 
where Miss Columbo, her brother, Mi- 
chael and parents, Frank and Mary 
'lived in happiness. 


Today, the bilevel house stands out 


starkly from the rest of the homes on 
the quiet street. Thick weeds have 
grown around the flowers and bushes, 
once neatly kept by the family, 


The window in the front door has 


been broke and shattered pieces lie 
about the sidewalk to the porch where 
new 1977 telephone directories have 
sat unclaimed for about three weeks. 


It was inside that home on May 4, 


1976 and Patricia and her lover, 
Frank brutally stabbed and bludg- 
eoned to death her family. Frank Col- 
umbo was shot four times and beaten 
with a lamp. Michael was shot once 
and stabbed 97 times. Mrs. Columbo 
also was shot and her throat slit.

Allowing for increased energy 
costs, but not for increased fuel con- 
sumption necessitated by the severe 
winter, the estimate is a conservative 
one. he said.

ing Meadows and Buffalo Grove high 
schools dropped by about 14 per cent 
during the computerized system's 
first year of operation, the savings at 
Hersey was much greater. Cosgrove 
said this' is because the school is beter 
insulated, has less window space and 
has a heating system which is more 
conducive to conservation,

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Columbo, DeLuca sentencing set today 


by DAMN GIBE 


Convicted murderers Patricia Col- 


umbo and Frank DeLuca will be sen- 
tenced today for the brutal murder of 
Miss Columbo'!, family, but to Mich- 
ero Brooks they both already have 
"gotten off easy." 


"They didn't have the death penalty 


back when they committed the mur- 
ders," said Miss Brooks, 18, Sunday. 
She was a playmate of Miss Colum- 
bo's when they were both youngsters. 


"They should have the death penal- 


ty," she went on. "They should have 
no mercy." 


MISS BROOKS has lived three 


houses from the Columbo resident at 
55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage for 10 years. It used to be a place 
where Miss Columbo, her brother, Mi- 
chael and parents, Frank and Mary 
lived in happiness. 


Today, the bilevel house stands out 


starkly from the rest of the homes on 
the quiet street. Thick weeds have 
grown around the flowers and bushes, 
once neatly kept by the family. 


The window in the front door has 


been broke and shattered pieces lie 
'about the sidewalk to the porch where 
new 1977 telephone directories have 
sat unclaimed for about three weeks. 


It was inside that home on May 4, 


1976 and Patricia and her lover, 
Frank'brutally stabbed and bludg- 
eoned to death her family. Frank Col- 
umbo was shot four times and beaten 
with a lamp. Michael was shot once 
and stabbed 97 times. Mrs. Columbo 
also was shot and her throat slit. 


MORE THAN A YEAR after the 


murders, many people who knew the 
Columbos are still asking the ques- 
tion: what moved Patricia to kill her 
own family: Miss Brooks is one of 
them. 


"She was always jealous of her 


mother," • Miss Brooks remembered. 
"She'(Mrs. Columbo) was good look- 


ing and had a 'good figure. She (Mrs. 
Columbo) had cancer a couple of 
years ago and Patty just, didn't care. 
She didn't even send her mother a get 
well card." 


Miss Brooks admitted she was "irri- 


tated" when Miss Columbo remained 
"very cool about the whole thing. It 
just bothered me. If she gets life, that 
would be nice." 


Art DeBartoli, 500 Woodview Ave., 


Elk Grove Village, .a close friend of 
Frank Coiumbo felt different. "I will 
only say thai if someone is guilty, 
they should have to pay," he said. 


FOR MARY COLOMBO'S, sister, 


Carolyn Tygrett of:Cary, III., the sen- 


tencing in the Cook County Criminal 
Courts Building is an event she said 
she has dreaded since July 1 when the- 
7^-week trial ended. "We'll see what 
happens," she said. 


Mrs. tygrett said she has faith in 


the-judgment of Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge R. Eugene Pincham, who 
presided at the trial and will hand 
down the senence today. 


"I have complete confidence in him 


(Pincham)," Mrs. Tygrett said. "Dur- 
ing the trial, I have comt'to know him 
as a judge and I think he's just fan- 
tastic. I admire him. Whatever - he 
thinks is the appropriate sentence will 
be aU right with me."

the nation's telephone employes still 
work in an economic "never-never 
land" — earning more than most oth- 
er service industry workers, but less 
than those in factories. 


A tentative agreement reached Sat- 


urday night under threat of a nation- 
wide telephone strike clearly was de- 
signed to alleviate the frustration this 
situation creates among the Bell Sys- 
tem's 700,000 union employes. 


To illustrate their feelings, union 


members stole a line from the movie 
"Network" for its negotiating slogan: 
"I'm not going to take it anymore." 


The new pact Incorporates many in- 


novative benefits big factory workers' 
unions have won recently. And Com- 
munications Workers President Glenn 
Watts emphasized that the promised 
31 per cent economic increase was in 
line with settlements obtained in the 
auto and steel industries. 


An aide said Watts wanted his union 


members to feel they are getting as 
good a deal as the automakers and 
steelworkers got in recent negotia- 
tions. 


"They exist in a frustrating never- 


never land," he said. "They work in a 
first class industry, and earn more 
than most workers. But they feel they 
should get as much as industrial 
workers." 


Union officials, however, obviously 


do not expect telephone workers will 
catch up to factory workers' pay. An

he is quick to point out that he does

"I drive a cab, deliver 900 news- 


papers on weekday mornings and 
about 1,500 on Sundays, and when I 
want to really make a little money I 
sell a piece of real estate or two," he 


said. 


Parsons also enjoys "junking" .and 


says he has furnished his small-apart- 
ment entirely with other people's cast- 
offs.

caution Sunday by area township offi- 
cials, some of whom said the program 
costs too much and would create too 
many government jobs. 


Schaumburg Township Supervisor 


Vernon Laubenstein said he agrees 
with the goals of Carter's sweeping 
reform program but questioned the 
need to create an estimated 1.4 mil- 
lion new government jobs. 


"I think what he (Carter) is doing is 


a step in the right direction but I won- 
der if we wouldn't be beter off trying 
to assist these people to better utilize 
the jobs out there now, rather than 
creating more new jobs," Laubens- 
tein said. 


AS TOWNSHIP supervisor, Lau- 


benstein is in charge of supervising 
the 
general assistance 
program, 


which provides temporary financial 
aid to needy families. 


Carter's program is designed to re- 


duce welfare fraud and encourage 
able-bodied workers to find new jobs 
in government and private industry. 


The $30.7 billion proposal, up $2.8 


billion from current costs, was pre- 
sented 
to' Congress Saturday. If 


adopted, it would not go into effect 
until late 1980. 


Carter has called the present sys- 


tem irrational and unfair, predicting 
the new program eventually will save 
taxpayers' money by taking more 


people off the welfare rolls and into 
public or private jobs and eliminating 
fraud and error estimated at $1.3 bil- 
lion annually. 


Elk - Grove Township Supervisor 


Richard Hall said the cost of Carter's 
proposal "looks high." 


"But iHt solves the problem then it

Carter said last week that "the 


public is not paying attention" to 
his calls for voluntary reductions 
Mn energy consumption and may 
need to be forced into it by a new 
"series of crises." 


ADAMS SAID one effective jolt 


might' be a stiff and sudden price 
hike at the gas pump. 


"When (gasoline) moves into 


the range, of $1 a gallon, you'll see 
a real impact," he said. 


Asked how soon that might hap- 


pen Adams replied, "we'll be aw- 
fully close to that very soon. The 
price at the pump already is 
around 70 cents in many places. 


"The wellhead tax will add be- 


tween 4-and 7 cents a gallon.-The 
federal gasoline tax that's being 
proposed (but which was rejected 
by the House) will tack on anoth- 
er 4 to 6 cents.

Sh'e was 15 years old and,at least three months preg- 


nant. Her 'boyfriend had dropped her and her best 
friend doesn't want to hear about it because she's af- 
raid to get involved. 


She felt she couldn't turn to her parents. They 


wouldn't begin to understand. 


So, with no one to talk to, she spent most of her time 


listening to the radio and staring blankly at her bed- 
room ceiling. 


SUDDENLY, DURING a commercial break, she 


heard a "hotline" telephone number for troubled teens 
with no one to listen. 


But the first time she dialed the number she lost her 


voice when someone answered, "Spectrum Youth Ser- 
vice." 


Silence on the other end of the line is not uncommon, 


said 20-year-old Beth, a Spectrum volunteer who spends 
at least four hours a week answering the "hotline" or 
talking to teens who come into the agency's Schaum- 
burg office at 105 S. Roselle Rd. 


, "But pregnancies and kids looking for jobs represent 
most of our calls," Beth said. 


EXCEPT IN cases of job seekers, the volunteer never 


tells a caller what to do, Beth explained. 


"If it's a job problem, we send them to our youth 


employment service, but otherwise we just listen and 
help the caller sort out his feelings and consider his 
options." 


Every call is confidential. "We don't know the caller 


and they don't know us" said Debbie, 22, who, like 
Beth, has been with Spectrum about a month. 


"It's our job to understand how callers feel, to accept 


how they handle then- feelings and to respect how they 
want to do things," she said. 


sln 1976, with a budget of $82,000 from Schaumburg 
Township, Spectrum workers had telephone or personal 
contact with 3,768 persons. 


Jerry Lipsch, the agency's youth counselor, said 


Spectrum can expect a heavier caseload this year. 
Lipsch said there have been a total of 1,744 contacts 
through July 30 "but we always experience an upsurge 
in calls in September when school starts." 


LIPSCH SAID' THE volunteer staff handles a max- 


imum of 6 to 10-calls in each four-hour shift. The ser- 
vice is operated from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. daily with an 
answering service taking over during off hours. 


The answering service, • Lipsch said, "patches" 


serious calls through.to METJRO-HELP in Chicago but 
a Spectrum staff member is on call 24 hours a day in 
case of emergency. 


Until May, Schaumburg participated with several oth- 


er townships in a regional "hotline" which took calls 
from the entire Northwest suburban area. 


When Schaumburg pulled out of the regional service 


because of increased costs, Spectrum decided to set up 
its own service and recruited a number, of volunteers 


like Beth and Debbie. 


"THE TRAINING program was neat," said Beth, 


who told of learning to "explore feelings and play 
roles." 


The work Beth is doing as a Spectrum volunteer this 


summer is important, she says, to her future career. 
She will return this month to the University of Mas- 
sachusetts where she is a senior majoring in family 
counseling. 


Debbie said she is volunteering at Spectrum "because 


even though I've lived in Schaumburg all my life, this 
is something I didn't know about when I was growing 
up." 


She expects to begin studying paralegal technology 


soon at Harper College in Palatine .but says she will 
continue volunteering some time each week after school 
starts. 


"I expect this experience will help me in school be- 


cause Fire-certainly learned to be a good listener." 


ALTHOUGH THE volunteers say they have not yet 


encountered a dramatic crisis call, Beth feels she came 
close when she talked to a teen-age boy who told her he 
was the victim of incest. 


"That was really an eye-opener," she said, "incest 


was a word I had heard and understood but I guess I 
never really believed it'happened."

The girls say they have received few calls regarding 


drug problems. 


Lipsch agreed, saying drug problems do not appear 


dominant in Schaumburg Township this summer. He 
said many teens call for information on drugs because 
they are "more careful, more selective than a couple of 
years ago." But he believes the high number of preg- 
nancy calls stem from "girls getting into problems, be- 
cause the kids don't talk as openly about sex-related 
matters as they do about drugs and, therefore, don't get 
good or valid advice or information." 


Beth and Debbie agree. "I'm for more and better sex 


education in the schools. You'd be surprised at the mis- 
information some of these kids have," Debbie said. 


BETH FEELS much of the problem is that "girls 


just don't know their rights. They are afraid about 
needing parental consent in getting birth' control infor- 
mation or material," she said. 


The volunteers also report a large number of calls 


from, girls who say they want to leave home for a varie- 
ty of reasons. 


Lipsch believes some of the teens' desires "to get 


away" stem from unrealistic attitudes about family life. 


"Everybody, every-family has some sort o£ problem. 


Nobody is perfect. That's why there are agencies like 
Spectrum, not to tell people what to do, or solve their 
problems but to get them to sort out their concerns and 
talk about what can be done," he said. 


Debbie agreed. "Talking helps. It really does. When- 


ever I'm in doubt about a caller's real problem we just 
go over things and talk some more and eventually 
things start to fall into place."

rounded junior high school education 
in Schaumburc Township Dist. 54 
seems destined to end in the coming 
school year. 


While the Dist. 54 Board of Educa- 


tion has been satisfied with its basic 
education, it has been aware of a need 
for improvement in the junior high 
eleetives — music, art, language, 
home economies, and industrial arts. 


Thursday, the board directed the 


administration to report back by Dec. 
1 with a more flexible scheduling 
system allowing students to take a va- 
riety of short electives rather than a 
few elective courses that last all year. 


JUNIOR 
HIGH STUDENTS cur- 


rently are allowed to choose two elec- 
tives each year All of the courses run 
from September to June, except for 
one course that offers a semester of 
music and a semester of art.

Columbo, DeLuca sentencing set today

Convicted murderers Patricia Col- 


umbo and Frank DeLuca will be sen- 
tenced today for the brutal murder of 
Misi Columbo's family, but to Mich- 
era Brooks they both already have 
"gotten off easy." 


"They didn't have the death penalty 


back when they committed the mur- 
ders," said Miss Brooks, 18, Sunday. 
She watt a playmate of Miss Colum- 
bo's when they were both youngsters. 


"They should have the death penal- 


ty," she went on. "They should have 
no mercy." 


MISS BROOKS has lived three 


houses from the Columbo resident at 
,55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage for 10 years. It used to be a place 
where Miss Columbo, her brother, Mi- 
chael and parents, Frank and Mary 
lived in happiness. 


: Today, the bilevel house stands out 
starkly from'the rest" of the homes on 
the- quiet' street. Thick weeds have 
grown around the flowers and bushes, 
once <neatly kept by the family. 


The window in the front door has 


been broke and shattered pieces lie 
about the sidewalk to the porch where 
new 1977.telephone directories have 
sat unclaimed for about three weeks. .' 


It, was inside that home on May 4, 


1976 and Patricia and her lover, 
Frank brutally stabbed and bludg- 
eoned to death her family. Frank Col- 
umbo was shot four times and beaten 
with a'lamp. Michael', was shot once 
and stabbed 97 times. Mrs. Columbo 
also was shot and her throat slit. 


MORE, THAN A YEAR after the 


murders, many people who knew the 
Columbos are still asking the ques- 
tion: what moved Patrjcia to kill her 
own family: Miss Brooks is one of 
them.

Group of elderly blind 
enjoy history books best

A lot of people might think that at 


age 92 and legally blind, Mary Ken- 
ney would have little concern for 
books about American history. 


But like about 10 other blind resi- 


dents of St. Joseph's Home for the El- 
derly in Palatine, American history 
books are among the things Mrs. Ken- 
ney enjoys most. 


The group meets twice each week in 


the small library at St. Joseph's to 
listen to "talking books," a federally 
sponsored educational program for 
the blind. 


"TALKING BOOKS" are records 


containing the text of numerous fic- 
tion and nonfictlon books. The records 
are free to the blind and are supplied 
to the group at St. Joseph's by the 
Palatine Public Library. 


The group has chosen American his- 


tory as the general topic for their lis- 
tening sessions, said Marion Joacl- 
wine, the coordinator of the program. 
Mrs. Joadwlne also is legally blind. 


"As we go through these things it's 


amaaing the things they remember," 
Mrs. Joadwlne said. "We've sampled 
other books but we always end up 
coming back to the same old thing — 
American history." 


"1 think in the records we get the 


truth much more than you get at 
school," said Mae McKinley, a mem- 
ber of the group. "In school they var- 
nish the books so much." 


THE GROUP'S "listening list" has 


included books on Watergate, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Benedict Arnold, John 
F. Kennedy, the history of Utah and 
Fidel Castro.

214 officials two 
years ago agreed that something more 
than manual control of the schools' 
heating and ventilating equipment 
was needed,-Cosgroye said. 


In March 1976, IBM's computerized 


e n e r g y conservation system was 
hooked up to the district's three cen- 
trally air-conditioned schools. The 
move has already saved the district 
$126,284, about $29,000 more than the 
district paid for the system, Cosgrove 
said. Allowing for increased energy 


costs, but not for increased fuel con- 
sumption necessitated by the severe 
winter, the estimate is a conservative 
one, he said. 


"PREVIOUSLY, WE could've oper- 


ated at peak level for 60 days before 
anyone knew it because it didn't show 
up until we were billed," Cosgrove 
said. "Now we know hour by hour and 
day by day how we're doing on ener- 
gy usage and where improvements 
can be made." 


While energy consumption at Roll- 


ing Meadows and Buffalo Grove high 
schools dropped by about 14 per cent 
during the computerized system's 
first year of operation, the savings at 
Hersey was much greater. Cosgrove 
said this is because the school is beter 
insulated, has less window space and 
has a heating system which is more 
conducive to conservation. 


In recognition of its leadership in im- 


plementing and promoting energy 
conservation- measures, Hersey will 
receive a plaque from the Federal 
Energy Administration at Monday 
night's board of education meeting.

Blind listen to 'talking books' 
Elderly enjoy history the most

A lot of people might think that at 


age 92 and legally blind, Mary Ken- 
ney would have little concern for 
books about American history. 


But like about 10 other blind resi- 


dents of St. Joseph's Home for the El- 
derly in Palatine, American history 
books are. among the things Mrs. Ken- 
ney enjoys most. 


The group meets twice each week in 


the small library al St. Joseph's to 
listen to "talking books," a federally 
sponsored educational program for 
the blind. 


"TALKING BOOKS" are records 


containing the text of numerous fic- 
tion and nonfiction books. The records 
are free to the blind and are supplied 
to the group at St. Joseph's by the 
Palatine Pubic Library. 


The group has chosen American his- 


tory as the general topic for their lis- 
tening sessions, said 'Marion Joad- 
wine, the coordinator of the program.

"As we go through these things it's

Telephone 
union gets 
ample pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite an 


impressive new three-year contract, 
the nation's telephone employes still 
work in an economic "never-never 
land" — earning more than most oth- 
er service industry workers, but less 
than those in factories. 


A tentative agreement reached Sat- 


urday night under threat of a nation- 
wide telephone strike clearly was de- 
signed to alleviate the frustration this 
situation creates among the Bell Sys- 
tem's 700,000 union employes. 


To illustrate their feelings, union 


members stole a line from the movie 
"Network" for its negotiating slogan: 
"I'm not going to take it anymore." 


The new pact incorporates many in- 


novative benefits big factory workers' 
unions hav« won recently. And Com- 
munications Workers President Glenn 
Watts emphasized that the promised 
31 per cent economic increase was in 
line with settlements obtained in the 
auto and steel industries. 


An aide said Watts wanted his union 


members to feel they are getting as 
good » deal as the automakers and 
steclworkers got in recent negotia- 
tions. 


"They exist in a frustrating never- 


never land," he said. "They work in a 
first class industry, and earn more 
than most workers. But they feel they 
should get as much as industrial 
workers.1' 


Union officials, however, obviously 


do not expect telephone workers will 
catch up to factory workers' pay. An

S-curve twisting up everybody 


The Elmhurst Road S-curve im- 


provement project in Mount Prospect 
has caused massive traffic confusion 
with a myriad of detours. 


Yet motorists are making the best 


of it. They're ignoring alternate 
routes altogether. 
' 


S i n c e construction began last 


month, the project has caused per- 
haps the worst traffic problems in the 
history of Mount Prospect. Despite 


the detours set up to control traffic 
through the village while 'the S-curve 
is being repaired, a record number of 
tickets have been issued1 to violators 
of speed limit and other traffic signs 
related to the work on Elmhurst 
Road. 


DURING THE 
two-week period 


from July 20 through Aug. 3 the 
Mount Prospect Police issued 248 
S-curve related citations, the bulk of 


which were for disobeying signs. An- 
other 163 warnings were given to mo- 
torists near the S-curve during the 
same period. 


The village has increased police pa- 


trol of the S-curve detour along Emer- 
son Street and a police officer has 
been stationed at Emerson and the 
Chicago and North Westernv-Ry. 
tracks during the rush hours to direct 


traffic. But even that doesn't seem to 
be working. 


Portions of the detour disobeyed 


most frequently have been the inter- 
sections of Lonnquist Boulevard and 
Emerson Street, Central Road and

Officials cautious 
of new welfare plan

President Carter's plan to revamp 


the welfare system was greeted with 
caution Sunday by area township offi- 
cials, some of whom said the program 
costs too much and would,create too 
many government jobs. 


Schaumburg Township Supervisor 


Vernon Laubenstein said he agrees 
with the goals of Carter's sweeping 
reform program but questioned the 
need to create an estimated 1.4 mil- 
lion new government jobs. 


VI think what he (Carter) is doing is 


a step in the right direction but I won- 
der if we wouldn't be beter off trying 
to assist these people to better utilize 
the jobs out there now, rather than 
creating more new jobs," Laubens- 
tein said. 


AS TOWNSHIP supervisor, Lau- 


benstein is in charge of supervising 
the 
general assistance program, 


which provides temporary financial 
aid to needy families. 


Carter's program is designed to re- 


duce welfare fraud and encourage 
able-bodied workers to find new jobs 
in government and private industry. 


The $30.7 billion proposal, up $2.8 


billion from current costs, was pre- 
sented to Congress Saturday. If 
adopted, it would not'go into effect 
until late 1980. 


Carter has called the present sys- 


tem irrational and unfair, predicting 
the new_ program eventually will save 
taxpayers' money by taking more 


people off the welfare rolls and into 
public or private jobs and eliminating 
fraud and error estimated at $1.3 bil- 
lion annually. 


Elk- Grove Township Supervisor1 


Richard Hall said the cost of Carter's 
proposal "looks high." 


"But if it'solves the problem then it 


may not be very high at'all," Hall 
said. 


Hall siad he does not expect the pro- 


gram to have significant effects on 
Elk Grove Township's emergency 
general assistance program, which 
currently serves less than 20 persons 
each month.

Gas to cost $1 a gallon 
soon,, Adams predicts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Trans-, 


portation Sec. Brock Adams, in an 
interview released Sunday, said 
the price of gasoline could hit $1 a 
gallon "very soon" if proposed 
energy taxes take effect and im- 
ported'oil costs go up. 


And when pump prices get that 


high, he says, Americans will fi- 
nally start cutting down on fuel 
consumption. 


In an interview<with U.S. News 


& World Report magazine, Adams 
continued the get-tough theme 
President Carter has introduced 
into administration assessments of 
energy conservation needs. 


Carter said last week that "the 


public is not paying attention" to 
his calls for voluntary reductions 
in energy consumption and may 
need to be forced into it by a new 
"series of crises." 


ADAMS SAID one effective jolt 


might be a stiff and sudden price 
hike at the gas pump. 


"When (gasoline) moves into 


the range of $1 a gallon, you'll see 
a real impact," he said. 


Asked how soon that' might hap- 


pen Adams replied, "we'll be aw- 
fully close to that very soon. The 
price at the pump already is 
around 70 cents in many places. 


"The wellhead tax will add be- 


tween 4 and 7 cents a gallon. The 
federal gasoline tax that's, being 
proposed (but which was rejected 
by the House) will tack on anoth- 
er 4 to 6 cents. And if the Organi- 
zation of Petroleum, Exporting 
Countries . . . should hike prkes, 
next year — something we can't 
prevent — fuel prices could be

FEA honors Hersey High for energy-saving 
effort

Despite one of the coldest winters in 


Chicago's history, Hersey High School 
In Arlington Heights reduced its total 
energy consumption by 21.3 per cent 
and is being recognized for its 
achievement by the Federal Energy 
Administration. 


The school's reduced usage of fossil 


fuel and electrical energy lowered Its 
energy costs by 7 per cent and saved 
High School Dist. 214 $12,552 from 
May 1976 to April 1977, compared to 
the same period the year before said 
Tom Cosgrove, director of the physi- 
cal plant.

electric bills because of the severe 
winter and the skyrocketing cost of 
energy. 


Housed in the district's central 


maintenance building, the IBM Sys- 
tems 7 computer keeps energy •con- 
sumption and costs down by turning 
ventilation fans on and off as-neces- 
sary at Hersey, Rolling Meadows and 
Buffalo Grove high schools. 


The fans are routinelyshut down by 


the computer for 10 to 15 minutes per 
hour without anyone feeling any dis- 
comfort, Cosgrove said. 


The computer also is programmed 


to remember which areas o'f each 
school are in use during what hours 
and to turn ventilation fans off com-

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pletely when they are not needed. 
When fans are off for a prolonged pe- 
riod, the computer remembers to al- 
low sufficient warmup time before the 
fans are needed again. 


"PEOPLE TEND TO forget to con- 


serve energy because it's easier not 
Lo," 
Cosgrove said. "What we're 


doing is offering a mechanical memo- 
ry." 


Dist. 214 first tried to rely on the 


human memory to conserve energy 
but found it did not work over the 
long haul, he said. While school per- 
sonnel reduced energy consumption 
during the Arab oil embargo in early 
1974, "the retaining of conservatory 
habits became just loo heavy a bur- 


den to bear" after the first enthusias- 
tic effort, he said. 


With the energy cost forecast for 


the district's eight schools approach- 
ing $1 million, Dist. 214 officials two 
years ago agreed that something more 
than manual control of the schools' 
heating and ventilating equipment 
was needed, Cosgrove said. 


In March 1976, IBM's computerized 


e n e r g y conservation system was 
hooked up to the district's three cen- 
trally air-conditioned schools. The 
move has already saved the district 
$126,284, about $29,000 more than the 
district paid for the system, Cosgrove 
said. Allowing for increased energy 
costs, but not for increased fuel con- 


sumption necessitated by the severe 
winter, the estimate is a conservative 
one, he said. 


"PREVIOUSLY, WE could've oper- 


ated at peak level for 60 days before 
anyone knew it because it didn't show 
up until we were billed," Cosgrove 
said. "Now we know hour by hour and 
day by day how we're doing on ener- 
gy usage and where improvements 
can be made." 


While energy consumption at Roll- 


ing Meadows and Buffalo Grove high 
schools dropped by about 14 per cent 
during the computerized system's 
first year of operation, the savings at 
Hersey was much greater. Cosgrove' 
said this is because the school is beter 


insulated, has less window space and 
has -a heating system which is more 
conducive to conservation. 


In recognition of its leadership in im- 


plementing and promoting energy 
conservation measures, Hersey will 
receive a plaque from the Federal 
Energy Administration 
at Monday 


night's board of education meeting. 


Cosgrove is confident that energy 


consumption at Rolling 
Meadows, 


Buffalo 
Grove 
and Hersey high 


schools can be reduced by another 10 
per cent as the district becomes more 
proficient with the computer system. 
IJe is looking toward similar savings 
at the district's other five schools as 
"they are added to the system in com- 
ing years.
